Mr Kennedy admitted that 
Luang ‘Prabang was endangered 
and that Communist forces were 
advancing toward Vicntiane. 
Fhe United States is concerned 
and fecls the situation to be 
eritical; :

President Kennedy reported 
there was evidence that groups 
{rom the Vietminh were involved 
in the milltary operations. 

Returning to the latest 
Western openings for a peaceful 
solution lo the Laotian _ crisis, 
President Kennedy said -he was 
hopeful it- would-be possible to 
gct a quick’ judgment as to the 
prospects of such a settlement. 

He stressed. that the local 
Communist forees in Laos in 
their military advance, had 
been receiving increasing sup- 
port -and direciions = from 
abroad.

AST night at the Loke Yew Hall, the Masquers gave 
the first performance of 4 five night run of “Romeo 


and Juliet.” 


It was fit and proper, seeing 
this is the jubile. yeur of the 
University, to choose such 0 
plny, but at the same time it 
was an enormous challenge to 
the young men and women 
who were speaking Hines 
ereated by the supreme artist 
of the English language, whieh 
have tested = our greatest 
‘players since his day. - 

For in “Remco and = Juliet 
Shakespeare. reaches the apogee 
of his (ights in lyrical 
lenguage, and touches the 
deepest despair in: grief linked 
with trapedy. 

Then “Romeo and Julict” offers 
the prentest oppartuniti¢s for the 
projection of character in actlon, 
fo surely after all this, you must 
be wondering, how these 
students dealt with ‘the play. 

L think (rst of all that none 
would deny that Mr Hardie, wio 
produced the play for them, in- 
fused much of his own 
tnthuslasin for the sheer beauty 
of the wonderful Mnes, into his 
players. To love the English 
Janguage and to love “Romco 
and Juliet’ is one and the same 
thing. I thinks so, at_any rate. 

Take, for instance, Diane Woo 
who took over, at Short notice, 
1 was teld, the rele of Juliet. I 
tm net going to say I wis en- 
ripiured with every moment of 
her performance, but in that 
Iyricul passage, where she tried 
that yentle act of self deception

Stella Szeto played the role 
of the nurse (another wonder- 
ful character) with a delicious 
vulgizily wedded to wit and 
sincerity, while James Choj_In- 
terpreted the role of the friar 


with its changes of mood, with 
a remarkable 
of the part, 

Archie Chan made an 
<arrogant Tybalt, while Kath- 
leon Chiu had some good 
moments as Lady Czpulet. 

Tt must not be thought that 
‘because I select these players 
alone, that the others did not 
pull their weight, but for one 
thirg, I am trying to give. a 
verdict at midnight, and for 
another, I have used up my 
4pace, 

The sets were wonderful, as 
fine a9 I have seen, and my 
programme tells me that 
Douglas Bland. was _the Art 
Adviser. 

Dr S. M. Bard arranzed and 
conducted the music incidental 
to the scenes; Edmund Blunden 
wrote a prologue especially for 
the Masquers. 

So, summing up exactly an 
hour after the curtain fell, I find 
that Mr Hardie must take most 
credit, IL-know a thing or two 
about the play myself, and the 
scenes that shone were — just 
those where the beauty of the 
language takes charge of the 
play.
